EGYPT: 1) ADMIT DEFEAT AND ACCEPT ISRAELI TERMS; OR 2) TAKE 
POSITION EGYPT NOT DEFEATED AND HAS NO REASON TO SURRENDER TO ISREAL. 
MILITARY SOLUTION MIGHT BE NECESSARY SOME DAY, EVEN AT GREAT RISK
